1 . HEDRICK SMITH OF NEW YORK TIMES SAID PRESIDENT CARTER, 

IN HIS ADDRESS JULY 21 IN CHARLESTON, SOUTH CAROLINA, WILL 
SEEK TO CREATE MORE POSITIVE ATMOSPHERE FOR DEALING WITH 
MOSCOW. SMITH QUOTED WELL-PLACED GOVERNMENT SOURCES AS 
SAYING DECISION TO MAKE SPEECH SHOWS THAT ADMINISTRATION IS 
CONCERNED ABOUT SOURING OE RELATIONS AND SENSES NEED TO 
ASSURE NOT ONLY RUSSIANS BUT WESTERN ALLIES THAT MR. CARTER 
HAS LONG-TERM STRATEGY TOWARD SOVIET UNION. SMITH SAID 
MAJOR OBJECTIVE "IS TO BREAK OUT OF PRESENT PROPAGANDA 
EXCHANGES AND TO PROVIDE SOME STABILITY BY LAYING OUT 
MR. CARTER'S UNDERLYING PHILOSOPHY AND LONG-TERM OBJEC- 
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TIVES." SMITH POINTED OUT "NEITHER MR. CARTER NOR HIS 
ADVISERS SEE NEED NOW FOR ANNOUNCING NEW PROPOSALS. BUT 
OFEICIALS ARE HOPEFUL THAT BALANCED, THOUGHTEUL SPEECH MAY 
PROVIDE NEW THRUST FOR NEGOTIATIONS ALREADY UNDER WAY ON 
ARMS CONTROL, COMPREHENSIVE NUCLEAR TEST BAN AND DEMILITA- 
RIZATION OF INDIAN OCEAN." 
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2. CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR PUBLISHED REUTER REPORT PROM 
BRUSSELS QUOTING NATO INTELLIGENCE SOURCES AS SAYING SOVIET 
UNION IS BUILDING HIGH TOWERS NEAR ITS BORDERS IN MOVE AP- 
PARENTLY LINKED TO PUTURE DEPLOYMENT OF AMERICAN CRUISE
